They have re- 
quested the cooperation of the OLTA and 
OLA and statement of the Associations’ views 
regarding the financing of public libraries. 
R. Russell Munn, Chairman, and his Legisla- 
tive Committee will welcome your suggestions. 

An Ohio plan needs to be studied, out- 
lined, and submitted in order that Ohio may 
benefit from the Federal Library Service Bill. 
The OLA Federal Relations Committee, 
chaired by Raymond Embree, has been en- 
larged for this important purpose. 

The much needed study of the Organiza- 
tional Structure of OLA was started in 1955 
and a preliminary report made to the Asso- 
ciation. A new committee, with the exception 
of the chairman Frank N. Jones, is reviewing 
the recommendations and preparing a func- 
tional plan which they hope to have ready 
early this year. 

Everyone recognizes the importance of 
communications—the OLA Bulletin is your 
media for keeping informed on library affairs 
within the State. An organization of reporters 
from each county, OLA Section, and commit- 
tee have been alerted to report on accomplish- 
ments, plans, projects, etc. Our editor Dor- 
othy C. McNutt says, “Report news, while it 
is news.” 

Communicating your ideas through the 
Bulletin is an effective way to promote public 
relations between libraries within the State.

Gifts 


Herman Muehlstein, of New York, noted 
philanthropist and president of the rubber 
and plastics firm that bears his name, on 
October 1 attended a ceremony at the Uni- 
versity of Akron, Akron, Ohio, honoring his 
gift of more than $100,000 in rare books. He 
brought with him three books for immediate 
turnover: An Elizabeth Barrett Browning first 
edition; George Chapman’s first-edition trans- 
lation of Homer's “Illiad”; and Charles 
Dickens’ first edition of “The Adventures of 
Oliver Twist.” 

To be turned over upon Mr. Muehstein’s 
death are 297 other books, including a first 
edition of Lewis Carroll’s “Alice in Wonder- 
land.” The gift was accepted by Dr. Norman 
P. Auburn, University President. who ob- 
served that the acquisition would not only 
enhance the University’s academic prestige, 
but would put the University Library past the 
100,000-volume mark. 

Charles F. Kettering’s magnificent gift of 
$750,000 was complete when Antioch Col- 
lege’s new Olive Kettering Library was 
dedicated early in October. It is not in- 
tended as a memorial but rather “an ap- 
preciation of the tremendous amount of work 
Mrs. Kettering did.”
